If Mr. Smoot's denial is such as to 
challenge the authenticity of the In- 
formation upon which the accusations 
are based, it is the opinion of some of 
the members oC the committee that 
the authors ot the charges will be giv- 
en an opportunity to prove them, and 
In that event there i)r<)bal)ly would be 
quite a general investigation to the 
present day practices of the Mormon 
church, with reference both to mar- 
riage and politics. The committee has, 
J^ij^ever, reached no conclusion look- 
lOf to such a course, and Chairman 
Biirrows declined to express any opin- 
ion OS to its probability. If Senator 
iBipoot should admit the charges as a 
jle, which if not considered prob- 
there would then be nothing left 
the committee (Cii tp obttsldAr tike 
aspect of the case and decide 
iether the facts alleged, even if true, 
disqualify a man for a seat iq the sen- 
ate.

No Man Ever Received Such Terrilic 
^^onishment in a San Frauciwo 
* ' !WiV u Did Hanlon. ' 



The Defeated Lad Was Carried to His 
Corner and Commenced to Vomit 
Blood— Yhlngs Looked Ssrieue ■ 
far a fherl Time. 

San Francisco, Dec. 30. — A merciful 
referee probably saved Bddie Hanlon 
from being killed by "Toung Corbett" 
Tues^Siy night when he stopped their 
contest in the middle of the 16th 
round. For two rounds previous Ref- 
eree Graney had begged Hanlon's sec- 
onds to take their man out of the ring, 
but they kept the game youngster at 
It and finally Oraney, fearing that a 
fatality might result, ordered the Ught 
stopped. No man ever received such 
terrific punishment in a San Francisco 
ring and probably "Young Corbett" is 
the only man in the country who could 
administer such a' beating to Hanlon. 
When the San Francisco boy was car- 
ried to his conler still conscious but 
unable to walk, his seconds worked 
vlgorouKly to revive him. The terribly 
beaten lad, however, commenced to 
vomit blood and things looked very 
serious for him for a short time. He 
was finally revived and was carried 
from the ring by one of his seconds. 

Before he left "Young Corbett" paid 
a high trii)nto to his skill and game- 
ne.ss and saluted his brother prize 
fighter with an affectionate kiss. It 
mu^ be said fbc Corbett that he was 
as merciful, under the circumstances, 
as he could be. During the 14th and 
15th rounds he, too, was anxious to 
have the fight stopped in order to save 
Hanlon needless punishment. 

The fight demonstrated that Corbett 
Is every man's stiperior at his weight. 
At no time during the contest was he 
in any apparent danger and when it 
ended tliern was not a mark upon him. 
Hanlon's most pecnliai- ami vory effe<'- 
tive defense was all that saved him 
from a knock-out early in the game. 
Bven when he became tired and could 
not protect himself Corbett could not 
lan<l a knock-out blow In the 1.1th 
round and J4th round Corbett t)eKan to 
show what he eouhl do. The mm were 
allowed to fight in the clinches and 
CorbetL leaning his head against Han- 
lon's shoulder and with his arms free, 
would punch him in the stomach with 
his right and swing fierce short lefts 
on his jaw. That was the beginning 
of the end. 

In the 15th round Corbett backed 
Hanlon into a comer and when the 
San Francisco boy swung feebly Cor- 
bett swung two lightning lefts and 
Hanlon went down. He took the 
count of eight, but struggled to his 
feet and again received the terrilic 
punishment that Corbett was dealing 
out to bim.^ It was then that Oravey 
wanted the fight stopped. 

In the seventh round things looked 
a bit bright for the Calitornian. He 
scored a clean knt>ok-down wUen he 
landed a right swing on the point of 
Corbett's Jaw. The Denver lad was up 
in an InstanL however, and was appar- 
ently not injured by the blow. In the 
12th round Hanlon made his last 
stand. All through he did tlic forcing 
and leading. Corbett was swinging, 
wild when Eddie landed a terrific right 
on the stomach. It evidently hurt the 
champion, ttt4' KlB was too busy to 
thinic about it aad' went right on with 
the game: ' ' - " "* 

The Ifith round had lasted but a min- 
ute and 40 seconds when Referee Gra- 
ney stopped the fight. Hanlon, when 
seen in hie dreesing room, was still In 
groat distivai aad refused to talk 
much. 9e did sa^r, however, that Cor- 
bett can beat any of them. Although 
defeated the San Francisco boy was 
not disgraced and was even more loud- 
ly cheered than the champion when 
he left the ring. The attendance was 
enormous for a fiatlMrweight flghL 
^^e receipts were bet^Qen $16,000 and 
^0,000. Fifty per cent of the receipts 
Vere divided between the fighters, the 
winner taking 75 per cent, of this 
^mount and the loser 36 per cent. 

In addition Corbett was given flv^ 
|ier cent or the gross receipts in view 
of his dra^ntf powers.

THE HIGH PRICE OF COTTON. 



Just Now it is Stated AuthoriUtively 
That There Is Nothing in ths tif* 
uatlen to Arouse teri. ' 
ous Concern. 

Washington, Dec. 30. — At a meetlaf 
of the cabinet, called by the president ' 
for 4 o'clock, the Panama slteation 

was the prluclpsl subject under con- 
sideration. All members of th» cabi- 
net except Secretary Hay. who Is ill, 
Secretary Shaw and Attorney General 
Knox, who are out of the city, were 
present The meeting was one ot the 
longest held for several .weeks, the 
session consuming quite two hours. At 
the conclusion of the meeting the mem- 
bers were not communicative, but It 
was learned that in addition to a dis- 
cussion of matters relating to Panama 
several deiMtftmental matters ot minor 
importance were considered. 

Secretary Root was delayed nearly 
liaif an hour in his arrival at tlie niiH't- 
Ing, having been in confercn( e with 
Gen. Reyes, the special representative 
pf Colombia. This circumstance caus- 
led'it to' transpire that during the ill- 
ness of Secretary Hay Secretary Root 
has been designated by the president 
to conduct the negotiations of this 
government with Oen. Iteyes. Secre- 
tary Root laid before the president the 
details of his Interview with the Co- 
lombian minister. Careful considera* 
tion was given to the Colombian note 
filed with the state department by Oen. 
Reyes, hut it can be said tliat no an- 
swer .\et has been made to it. The, 
note was submitted by the Colombian 
minister In Spanish. Some delay was 
encountered in the translation of the 
dotument, but finally the translation 
was laid liefore the iiresident and Sec- 
retary Root fiu" < Dnsideration. 

Secretary Root informed Cen. Reye.-i 
Tuesday afternoon that the reply of 
this government was not ready, but 
that it would be given him as soon as 
possible., Secretary Root will give the 
response to Oen. Reyes when a de- 
ci.sion as to its precise nature special 
have l)e( n reached. 

No intimation of the contents of 
Gen. Reyes' note or of the reply of this 
government Is given from any authori- 
tative source. It is known, however, 
that the administration re'.;ards tho 
ratitlcaiion of tlie treaty with th(> re- 
puldic of I'aiiaiiia as tlie flist step to 
be talcen in the entire pending matter. 
What this government may do subse- 
quently will be determined st least in 
part by the circumstances then snr- 
rnundir'-r the case. .Itist now it is said 
authoritatively th«'re is notl.inp; in the 
situation to arouse crions c(in(ern. 

Gen. Reyes has not indicated to Sec- ' 
retary Root what his intentions are re- 
garding his future movements. It is 
presumed he will remain In Washlng- 
' ton at least until the reply of the riiit 
I ed Slute.s to his note .shall have been 
pre:^cnted, itii! so f:M- as can be ascer- 
tained nothing defluite is known as to 
his intentions.
